Plans h av e been completed for 
a 32-u nit h ou sing project for GI 
residents of Hamlin u nder a 100 
per cent loan program. 
It was annou nced Wednesday 
th at T. E. Sh elbu rne and Son 
h av e completed negotiations for 
32 sites in th e Tom Holman Ad­ 
dition th at wou ld perm it th e con­ 
stru ction of h omes for GI pu r­ 
ch asers u nder th is broad loan 
plan. 
Applications are now being 
processed for th is constru ction. 
Original plans call for erection 
of th e h ou ses in grou ps of th ree 
rotated as to floor plan u ntil 
1 2 
h av e been bu ilt. 
Th e project h as 
fou r basic floor plans on th ree 
elev ations (fronts), wh ich h av e 
been approv ed for constru ction 
of th is sort. 
Under th is design 
th ere is possibility of rotation 
th at will elim inate monotonou s 
du plication in any one grou p. 
Hou ses will be of fram e con­ 
stru ction and will av erage $6,500 
in cost, v ary ing as to location of 
lot and ch oice of front. 
All u tili­ 
ties will be av ailable and th e 
dwellings will be ready for oc­ 
cu pancy . 
Regu lations prov ide th at 
th e 
stru ctu res be fronted with cu rbs 
and sidewalks and th at landscap­ 
ing be performed before deliv ery 
to th e pu rch aser. 
Constru ction

su bsequ ent h ou ses will be bu ilt 
for oth er th an v eterans after pri­ 
orities for th a t grou p h av e been 
filled.

As ex plained in the second ar­ 
ticle, we now spend- 9 0 cents of 
each state dollar on three things: 
schools, roads, public welfare. It 
would be impossivble to cut back 
present spending to the req uired 
I>oint without dipping heavly in­ 
to some or all of those three ap­ 
propriations. 
The q uestion then 
is, do the people of Tex as want 
the school, rural road and olef age 
assistance programs curtailed? 
Assuming that they do not, the 
legislature would have to supply 
additional revenue to foot the 
hospital bills. 
The only other possibility would 
be to vote, by four-fifths major­ 
ity in each house, to let ahother
